A bit of the sunshine that 
brightened and warmed our 
community has gone on 
ahead with Lorne Akins, But 
who can say how many rays 
will continue to reach out, 
in how many directions from 
this man, who gave of him- 
self to all the people he 
met and knew along the way? 
Mr. Frederick Lawrence 
Akins died on February 10 
at Sturgeon General Hos- 
pital in St, Albert, at the 
age of 81 years, 

Funeral services were 
conducted Saturday after- 
noon at St, Albert United 
Church, 1 p.m. by the Rev. 
Leonard Musto assisted by 
the Rev. Dr. E, G. Miller, 
who serves Namao United 
Church, Music was by or= 
ganist Mrs, Lillian Upright, 
the church choir and soloist 
Mr, Roy Gilley, who sang 
«Beyond the Sunset,’”’ afave 
orite hymn of Mr, Akins, 
The choir sang the anthem 
“Jesus so Lowly.”’ Rev. 
Miller gave the scripture 
reading, choosing a group 
of the Psalms of David, 

Speaking with feeling and 
sincerity, Mr. Musto spoke 
to about 350 people, who 
filled the church and also 
the lower hall, about the 
life of Mr. Akins and his 
philosophy for living. 
“Lorne would not want us 
to mourn today,’’ said the 
minister, he would want us 
to think of this day as a 
day of victory. 

Referring to the Akins’ 
golden wedding anniversary, 
celebrated on January 16, 
the minister said what a 
wonderful day it had been 
for Lorne and his wife Mar- 
guerite, and now he “has 
gone on ahead,’’ 

He spoke also of Mr, Akins 
sunny disposition, his lack 
of prejudice and his open 
mind, interested in people 
of all ages and circumstan- 
ces, 

To conclude the service 
Mr, Musto asked the con- 
gregation to join in an olde 
fashioned hymn which the 
family had often sung to- 
gether as the children were 
growing up, “The Roll is 
Called Up Yonder’ is a 
rollicking, resounding hy- 
mn = let us sing it the way 
Lorne would have wanted us 
to, sald the minister, 

The congregation joined in 
a committal service in the 
church, but the actual inter- 
ment took place on Monday 
at 10:30 am, at Evergreen 
Memorial Gardens, 


The family invited the 
congregation for coffee and 
fellowship in the lower 
church hall following the 
service. 

Six members of the St, 
Albert Lions Club formed 
a guard of honour at the 
service: Ed Savoie, Neil 
Ross, Rock Holman, Dr. 
Wm, Cuts, Murray Keyes 
and Ken Moore, Pallbearers 
were Mr, Akins’ three sons, 
Gordon, Fred and Jim and 
his three sons-in-law, John 
Rowswell, Clayton Crozier 
and Roy Kittlitz, 

Mr. Akins is survived by 
his wife Marguerite, three 
sons, Fred of Edmonton, 
Gordon and Jim of St, Alb- 
ert; three daughters, Mrs, 
Roy Kittlitz (Phyllis) of St. 
Albert, Mrs. John Rowswell 
(Eileen) of Fort Saskatche- 
wan, and Mrs, Clayton Cro= 
zier (Jean) of Namao; 14 
grandchildren and four great 
grandchildren, He was pre- 
deceased by his seven bro- 
thers and his two sisters 
and one grandson, Douglas, 

Mr. Akins was born in 
Kinburn, Carlton County, 
Ontario 1890 on December 
10. He came west in 1913 
to pack ponies in the Kanan- 
askis Valley for the federal 
government, From there he 
spent five years in Winni- 
peg in construction work,

survey, working with his 
brother in the Peace River 
country, 

In 1917 he bought a farm 
in St, Albert and farmed 
it until he was 71 years old, 
when he sold the farm and 
retired, 

Lorne was chairman of 
the school board for 20 
years, He was president and 
manager of the St. Albert 
Community League for nine 
years, and a life member 
of the Community League 
and also of the St. Albert 
Curling Club. 

He was an associate 
member of the Canadian 
Legion for 14years, In addi- 
tion he was active on the 
town council for many years 
and was appointed to the 
Board of Administration of 
the New Town of St. Albert, 
and later elected to town 
council when it reverted to 
old town status, 

Lorne was a charter 
member of the St. Albert 
Lions Club, with 20 years 
of perfect attendance, and 
a charter member of the 
St. Albert United Church 
on profession of faith, In 
his earlier years Mr. Akins 
was an active hockey play- 
er, ball player and was a 
champion wrestler in Man- 
itoba and Alberta,

Board on annexing application 


Following a submission to the Local Authorities Board 
by the St. Albert Community Planning Committee, asking 
the board to defer a decision on the annexation of 500 
acres owned by BACM to the town, the board asked 
St. Albert town council for a statement of its views, 

The statement, as read to an open meeting of council 
last Thursday afternoon, and forwarded to the Local 
Authorities Board, is presented here in full, The sub- 
mission of the planning committee was published in the 
January 26 Gazette. 

Re; The Application for Annexation of Certain Ad- 

jacent Territory by the Town of St, Albert 


The following is given in reply to yours of January 26, 
1972 and more particularly are Council’s views of the 
submission to your Board made by the St. Albert Com- 
munity Planning Committee, 

The Town of St. Albert commissioned Stanley Asso- 
ciates Engineering Limited to undertake an extensive 
sewage study in order to determine the most efficient 
manner of providing a sewage treatment and disposal 
system to required standards in the most expeditious 
and economic fashion, We attach a copy of the final 
report of this study and would appreciate its return, 
Its volume is indicative of its costs and a limited 
number were printed, It resulted in adecision of Council 
to construct a recommended system and financing is 
under review, To this end, a briefhas been prepared and 
arrangements are being finalized to present it to the 
Premier and his Cabinet, 

Stanley Associates Engineering Limited have also 


been commissioned to study the water supply system and 


the first report, received by Council on February 7, 
1972, instigated the decision to immediately proceed to 
design the booster revisions and continue the physical 
and financial programming, A copy of this reportis also 
attached, 

A sanitary landfill site has been under discussion 
for approximately a year and a committee of council was 
recently appointed to complete negotiations, Its capacity 
is allied to the protracted population, 

A Transportation Committee has examined the Metro- 
politan Edmonton Transportation Study and the Regional 
Rural Road Study and the determination of roads and 
bridges planned influenced the committee to meet with 
the Chairman of the Highway Traffic Board, A meeting 
with the Minister of Highways and Transport has been 
requested in order, through familiarization with the 
department’s policy and regulations, to design a public 
transportation system; lights, etc, A census conducted 
in January 1972 was broadened to assemble information 
pertinent to traffic patterns, 


The dictates of the Planning Act limit reserve lands 
to a minimum of 10 per cent and presentation will be 
made through the Alberta Urban Municipalities Asso- 
ciation to increase the percentage to include provision 
for school lands, The town’s development policy requires 
confirmation from both school boards as to their satis- 
faction of land area and cost in a developing area and 
the execution of the development agreement is contin- 
gent upon such confirmation, A feasibility report of the 
Edmonton Regional Planning Commission covering the 
river valley is before the Parks and Recreation Board 
and a recommendation is expected in due course. 


Costs of development are the responsibility of the 
developer and the town establishes standards of con- 
struction only and does not become financially involved. 
It demands an off site cost contribution to meet the 
eventual expansion of the water and sewer system and 
the current rate is $500.00 per single family dwelling. 
This, again, is based on the study completed by Stanley 
Associates Engineering Limited, We attach an outline 
plan, Lacombe Park, detailing the area in question, 

Direct liaison with other governments is provided 
through the Edmonton Regional Planning Commission, 
A committee of council is in existence to maintain 
continuous communication with the Municipal District 
of Sturgeon No, 90 on matters of mutual interest and 
concern, 

A joint meeting of the councils of both the Town of 
St. Albert and the Municipal District of Sturgeon No, 90 
convened in 1971 concentrated on growth and it was 
mutually agreed that annexation should take place by 
neighborhood only and the application presently before 
you is compatible with the decision, 

Development policy regulates expansion insofar as it 
prohibits development in more than two neighborhoods 
at any one time and a proposal for further development 
will not be entertained unless it is estimated that 
Serviced land allows less than a year’s Supply based 
on the then-current demand, 

As you are aware, the financial problems which 
necessitated your Board’s control have been eliminated 
and it is argued that its cause in the first instance is 
what engendered the policies and attitudes that have 
been touched on in the foregoing, Council’s autonomy 
and dignity are held in such high regard as to anticipate 
and prevent such a reoccurrence. 

We believe that the problems of growth are being 
attended to with some diligence and that the concerns 


expressed by the St. Albert Planning Committee are 
somewhat unwarranted,
